Milan, April 13. The Breaches made in our 
Cattle during the Siege are repairing, and a Spanith 
Regiment is raifing to be garrifon’d in it. 600 Ger- 
mans and Italiars are put into Final, Great Prepa- 
rations are. made for fending a Body of Troops un- 
der General Taun towards the Kingdom ot Naples, 
whence ‘tis advis’d, that the Duke d’Atri, Vicar 
general of the Abruzzo, has made fome Steps in 
Favour of Ki: g Charles III, on the News that the 
French were intirely to evacuate the Milaneze and 
the Mantuan. The Marquis de Mirabel, formerly 
Gorernour of Valenza, is arriv’d here, whence he is 
to go for Spain, as are alfo Don. Luca Spinola and 
Prince Pio. The Communication of ths State with 
the Mantuan and the neighbouring States, is intirely 
open, and the Pofts go without Moleftation. A Per- 
fon is taken into Cuftody here, for raifing Men for 
the Republick of Venice without Leave. The 16th 
Inftant Prince Eugene is in the Name of King 
Charles IIL to receive an Oath of Bidelity of our 
Tribunals, by Virmue of a Procuration fent him ex- 
prefs from his Catholick Majefty. He has order'd 
a magnificent Coach to be made for him, to appear 
in that Day, when he is to take Poffeffion in Fortn 
of the City and Srate of Milan. His Highnefs cor- 
tinues the Spaniards in the fame Offices they had in 
the Caftle under the former Government, and has 
even confirm’d in his Employment Don Pedro de 
Barfena, tho’ he is ftill in the Service of the two 
Crowns, ’Tis ralk’d 4ooo Horfe are to be forthwith 
rais'\d in this State, and that befides the Body of 
Troops intended'to be fent under General Taun to 
Naples, Prince Eugene will a& witb a confiderabie 
Body on the fide of Dauphine. "Tis reported the 
Duke of Modena will be made Vicar General of 
the Einpire in Iraly, and the Prince of Wirtemberg 
Governour of Cremona. ~The Earl of Peterborow 
‘who is arriv’d at Leghorne from Valencia, is expect- 
to come hither. The Troops of the two Crowns 
continue to file towards Suze: Some Officers of 
thofe* Troops that ftaid behind here, having refus'd 
to. attend the Count de Bonefana ro acquaiut him 
with the Caufe of cheir tay, have receiv’d Order 
to be gone forthwith under the Penalty of being 

made Prifoners.
